I  b‘>g  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1965  which  has  been  prepared 
in  accordance  with  Circular  i/66  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

A  full  representation  of  "the  health  of  the  district  is  given  in  the 
following  pages  and  below  are  some  features  of  the  Report. 

Population:  The  population  for  the  Urban  District  in  mid  1965  was  9,980 
which  is  an  increase  of  AO  over  1964* 

Births:  The  number  of  live  births  for  the  year  has  increased  to  213  -  an 
increase  of  29  over  1964.  This  gives  a  live  birth  rate  for  the  area  of 
21.29  England  and  Wales  18.0. 

Deaths:  The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  amounted  to  140  -  an  increase 
of  2  over  1964.  This  gives  a  death  rate  for  the  area  of  14.03,  England 
and  Wales  11.5.  The  number  of  children  who  died  in  1965  under  the  age  of 
one  was  4,  which  is  the  same  as  in  1964. 

Coronary  Diseases  and  Angina:  The  total  number  of  cases  of  coronary 
disease  and  angina  amounted  to  13. 

Malignant  Diseases:  The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  types  of  malignant 
diseases  amounted  to  23. 

Motor  Accidents;  There  was  1  fatality. 

National  Assistance  Act:  No  action  was  tahen  under  the  Act  during  the  year.

Infectious  Diseases:  The  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the 
year  amounted  to  i 3*1  •  (128  cases  of  measles,  2  cases  of  "whooping  cough  and 
1  of  scarlatina).  There  were  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  notified  during  19&5*

staff  of  the  Department  and  members  of  the  Committee  for  their  interest  in 
public  health  matters  during  the  year.

PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 


Domiciliary  Nursing  and  General  Practitionery  Services. 

District  Nurses,  Midwifery  and  Health  visitor  services  are  provided  by 
the  County  Council  under  the  administration  of  the  Stafford  Area  Health 
Committee.  Family  doctor  services  are  supplied  in  the  Stone  Urban  District 
by  five  general  practitioners. 

Hospital  Services.  % 

Out-patients  and  general  hospital  services  are  provided  by  the 
Stafford  General  Infirmary  and  the  North  Staffordshire  Royal  Infirmary, 
Stoke-on-Trent.  Aged  and  chronic  sick  cases  are  accommodated  at  Trent 
Hospital,  Stone,  for  treatment  and  Part  III  accommodation  under  the 
County  Council  if  required. 

Yamfield  Hospital,  which  was  formerly  the  infectious  diseases  hospital 
for  the  district,  admits  convalescent  cases  from  the  Stafford  hospital  and 
other  hospitals  in  the  region. 

I/Then  required,  cases  of  infectious  diseases  are  admitted  to  Bucknall 
Hospital,  Stoke-on-Trent,  and  Moxley  Hospital,  Birmingham. 

Sohool  Clinics  and  Welfare  Services. 

These  are  held  at  the  St.  Michael’s  Hall,  Stone,  and  the  Community 
Centre,  Walton,  and  administered  by  the  Staffordshire  County  Council. 

Clinics  are  held  at  the  following  times  : 

Infant  Welfare  Centre,  St.  Michael's  Hall  :  Weekly  :  Thursday  afternoons 

Walton  Community  Centre  :  Weekly  :  Wednesday  afternoons 

School  Clinic,  St.  Michael's  Hall  :  Fortnightly  :  Thursday  mornings 

Programmes  of  vaccination  and  immunisation  of  children  and  adults  against 
poliomyletis,  whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  diptheria  and  also  smallpox  are 
carried  out  in  accordance  with  recommended  Ministry  of  Health  schedules. 

The  Staffordshire  County  Council  also  provide  specialised  clinics  where 
defects  of  speech,  vision  and  hearing  and  allied  conditions  can  be  treated 
when  these  are  referred  following  school  medical  examinations,  and  by 
General  Practitioners,  Health  Visitors  and  others. 

In  view  of  the  expanding  population  of  the  district,  and  the  wide  range 
of  services  available,  together  with  the  central  position  of  the  clinic  in 
relation  to  Stone  and  -the  surrounding  less  accessible  rural  areas, 
construction  of  purpose  built  premises  would  be  most  desirable* 

A  school  dental  clinic  was  held  daily  in  Stone  in  the  Kitchener 
Institute. 


Two  full  time  Health  Visitors  are  employed  by  the  County  Council  for 
work  in  the  district.  The  Health  Visitors  attend  all  sessions  of  school 
and  consultant  clinics,  following  up  cases  as  necessary  by  visits  to  the 
home,  and  also  co-operate  with  the  Public  Health  Department  on  cases  with 
housing  difficulties* 

Tuberculosis  Services. 


A  tuberculosis  clinic  is  held  at  Stafford  G-eneral  Infirmary,  to  which 
patients  in  the  Urban  District  travel.  A  tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  is 
employed  by  the  County  Council,  operating  part-time  in  the  area,  visiting 
in  the  home  where  appropriate. 

Laboratory  Service. 

Specimens  of  milk,  water  and  suspected  unsound  foods  are  sent  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Stafford  for  chemical  and  bacteriological 
examination. 

Ambulance  Service. 

The  ambulance  service  is  provided  from  Stone  Ambulance  Station  in 
conjunction  with  the  Stafford  Ambulance  .Station. 

Meals  on  Iheels. 

In  accordance  ?ath  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948  (amended  Act  1962), 
the  Stone  Urban  District  Council  co-operates  with  the  T'/.V.S.  and 
Messrs.  Quickfit  and  Quarts  in  operating  a  meals  on  wheels  service  for  the 
aged  and  infirm.  During  the  year  approximately  7,800  meals  were  delivered 
by  voluntary  effort  to  persons  where  it  was  thought  that  these  would  be  of 
value.  The  cost  to  the  recipient  is  6d.  per  meal,  the  remainder  being 
shared  by  the  Local  Authority  and  Messrs.  Quickfit  and  Quartz  Limited.

\c  Pollution. 


Some  consideration  was  given  during  the  year  to  the  abatement  of 
atmospheric  pollution,  principally  of  domestic  origin.  It  was  thought  that 
areas  of  new  and  projected  buildings  to  the  South  Jest  of  the  -town  xvould  be 
more  suited  to  the  application  of  smoke  control  measures,  rather  than  the 
original  dwellings,  a  conversion  of  which  to  smokeless  zones  would  present 
difficulties  of  cost  and  practicability.  The  application  of  smokeless 
measures  to  the  South  Vest  of  'the  town  is  of  particular  value  since 
the  prevailing  winds  v/ould  tend  to  drift  any  pollution  produoed  from 
domestic  chimneys  over  the  existing  development. 

Smokeless  appliances  are  generally  acceptable  to  the  occupants  of  new 
properties,  being  easy  to  install  and  considerably  more  deficient  than  the 
traditional  open  coal  fire  .  Installation  in  new  property  obviates  the  cost 
and  inconvenience  of  conversions  at  a  later  date* 


The  effects  of  pollution  are  quite  noticeable  in  the  returns  for 
bronchitis  and  chest  diseases  in  each  Annual  Report,  and  some  of  these 
are  certainly  due  to  avoidable  atmospheric  pollution. 

Fluoridation. 

During  the  year  19&5  "the  Committee  considered  the  subject  of 
fluoridation  when  a  report  was  submitted  on  this  matter. 

The  essence  of  the  report  was  to  illustrate  the  efficacy  and  safety 
of  this  measure  and  it  was  shown  that  dental  decay  in  adults  and  children 
could  be  reduced  by  60f0  at  a  very  limited  cost.  No  hamful  effects  due  to 
the  presence  of  the  fluoride  element  natural  or  added  in  food  or  water  have 
been  demonstrated  after  long  studies.  The  saving  in  the  cost  of  dental 
attention  would  more  than  compensate  for  the  cost  of  -the  measure.  Fluoride 
cannot  be  supplied  by  any  other  satisfactory  means.  Dental  hygiene  and 
health  education  are  not  a  substitute  for  fluoridation  but  are  complementary 
to  it  in  producing  an  appreciable  reduction  in  dental  decay. 

Fluoride  is  a  natural  and  constant  mineral  constituent  of  the  diet, 
being  present  in  most  foods.  There  are  no  fixed  maximum  or  minimum  standards 
for  fluoride  intake  in  the  diet  but  experience  shows  that  populations  with  a 
concentration  of  1  part  per  million  in  the  water  develop  the  strongest  teeth 
resistant  to  the  erosive  effects  of  the  modern  diet.  Though  it  takes  some 
time  before  the  effects  of  the  adjustment  of  fluoride  levels  are  apparent,  the 
positive  benefits  are  progressive  and  certain. 

The  nature!  fluoride  content  of  the  water  as  estimated  by  ‘the  Analyst  in 
the  Stone  Urban  District  and  the  return  of  which  is  required  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  show  s  the  cencentration  to  be  0r©1  p.p.m.  which  is  considerably  less 
than  the  optimum  effective  level.  c'  ' 

D.  GENERAL  HEALTH  IN  THE  AREA  INCLUDING-  VITAL  STATISTICS. 

General  health  in  the  area  is  expressed  in  the  tables  of  vital  statistics; 
it  will  be  seen  from  the  figures  and  the  tables  that  there  has  been  no  outbreak 
of  infectious  diseases  in  the  district  during  1965*  The  population  of  the  area 
has  remained  constant  and  -there  has  been  no  great  change  in  the  births  and 
deaths  rate.  The  death  rate  up  "to  4  weeks  and  under  1  year  has  shown  a  gradual 
improvement  over  the  years.

Table  3j  which  is  probably  the  most  important  section  of  ’the  report,  hoe  te 
be  regarded  as  a  balance  sheet  recording  the  efficacy  of  public  health  measures 
throughout  -the  year  and  can  be  compared  with  preceding  years. 

The  largest  group  cause  of  death  is  associated  with  hypertension,  heart 
disease  and  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system.  Malignant  neoplasms  are 
also  in  evidence.  It  is  certain  that  these  death  rates  can  be  reduced  further 
in  future.  The  introduction  of  regular  health  examinations  and  screening  tests 
for  cancer  has  been  shown  to  be  of  special  value  in  detecting  disease  at  an 
early  stage.  During  the  year  information  has  been  received  of  arrangements  for 
the  provision  of  clinics  for  the  detection  of  cancer  of  the  breast  end  uterus, 
and  other  tests  will  follow.  A  knowledge  of  what  can  be  accomplished  through 
the  Health  Departments  is  most  desirable,  so  that  facilities  provided  can  be 
used  to  the  maximum.

During  1965  there  were  1  2jj0  rainless  days. 

Increasing  flows  of  sewage  received  at  the  Wes tb ridge  Park  Pumping 
Station,  due  to  extensive  housing  development  at  Walton  and  extensions  to 
some  factories,  are  causing  overloading  both  at  the  Puraping  Station  and 
Pirehiil  Sewage  Works. 

The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  are  preparing  a  scheme  for 
extension  of  both  the  Pumping  Station  end  Pirehiil  Works. 

Drainage. 

The  detailed  supervision  of  all  drainage  works  has  been  continued  in 
connection  with  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  systems  and  also  of 
new  work. 

Pail  Closets  and  Septic  Tanks. 

There  are  1-  houses  with  pail  closets  and  31  houses  with  septic  tanks 
in  the  area.  The  pail  closet  emptying  service  was  maintained. 

Water  Supply. 

The  Staffordshire  Potteries  Water  Board  provide  the  water  supply  for 
the  town.  The  excellent  bacteriological  quality  has  been  maintained 
during  the  year.  44-  samples  taken  by  the  Board  were  satisfactory  in  all 
respects,  of  which  19  were  from  the  Pumping  Station  and  25  from  the  supply 
area. 


24  samples  were  taken  for  chemical  analysis. 

1  visit  was  ma.de  to  premises  in  connection  with  water  supply. 

New  supplies  during  1 9 65  -  65  private  dwellings  were  connected  to  the 
mains. 


Some  discolouration  of  the  supply  has  occurred  during  the  year  on  one  or 
two  occasions  and  the  matter  is  under  investigation. 
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5*  Refuse  Collection 


Regular  weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  has  been  maintained 
although  the  difficulty  in  recruiting  and  keeping  staff  for  this  work  due 
to  the  attraction  of  better  rates  of  pay  and  working  conditions  in  other 
employment  continued  during  the  year. 

The  expansion  of  the  district  and  longer  hauls  to  tipping  sites  outside 
the  district  continue  to  tax  the  efficiency  of  the  service,  especially  during 
bad  weather  and  consideration  will  have  to  be  given  to  the  provision  of  a 
further  compacting  vehicle  in  the  near  future. 

Tipping  at  "White  House  Farm,  Cold  Norton  was  discontinued  during  the 
year  and  commenced  at  Swynnerton.  The  site  of  144  acres  should  be  adequate

Returns  indicate  there  to  be  121  premises  in  the  District  affected 
by  the  Act.  Owing  to  the  pressure  of  other  duties  it  has  only  been  possible 
to  carry  out  14  detailed  inspections  of  the  premises  concerned,  and  1  informal 
notice  has  been  served. 


It  is  a  requirement  of  the  Act  that  any  accident  which  causes  a  person 

to  be  away  from  work  for  3  days  or  more  must  be  reported  to  the 

appropriate  authority,  who  can  investigate  the  accident  if  it  is  thought 
that  it  has  been  due  to  some  contravention  of  the  Act. 

4  reports  of  accidents  were  received,  3  being  in  offices  and  1  in  a 

retail  shop.  These  were  generally  falls  but  one  case  was  of  burns  and 

shock  due  to  electricity.  No  investigations  were  thought  to  be  necessary. 

1 8 .  Inspection  and  Supervi si on  of  Food  Premises. 

Meat  Inspection. 

Regular  meat  inspection  has  been  maintained  in  the  three  licensed 
slaughterhouses.  All  animals  are  inspected  a.s  soon  as  possible  after 
slaughter. 

The  meat  produced  from  the  slai^iterhouses  is  retailed  in  three 
private  butohers’  shops  situated  within  the  Urban  area.  Some  meal  is 
also  supplied  to  the  adjoining  Rural  District  area. 

The  six  remaining  butchers’  shops  receive  their  meat  supplies  from 
outside  the  district.

60  lbs.  of  offal  was  found  to  be  infected  with  tuberculosis. 

The  marked  decrease  in  the  amount  of  meat  and  offals  affected 
with  tuberculosis  has  continued  during  the  year.  In  the  case  of  cattle 
the  reduction  since  1959  has  been  from  5*1$  to  nil  but  in  the  case  of 
pigs  from  2.1  $  to  0.78$  which  shows  a  slight  increase  over  last  year. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  there  is  a  slight  increase  in  cattle 
affected  by  cysticercus  bovis  from  0.21$  in  1964  to  0.98$  this  year. 
Similar  increases  have  ocourred  in  other  parts  of  the  country  and  this 
is  thought  to  be  due  to  sewage  containing  the  fertile  segments  polluting 
the  streams  or  being  deposited  on  railway  tracks  and  then  carried  by 
birds  to  contaminate  pastures. 


-All  condemned  meat  and  offals  surrendered  from  the  three  slaughterhouses 
have  been  removed  for  disposal,  in  accordance  with  the  Heat  (Staining  and 
Sterilization)  Regulations,  I960.
